The 'Sew York Evening Post is 


rather caustic in its comments on the 
administration's appointments to po- 
sitions in the army. 
It says: 


"What knowledge had the great 


force of civilians who were suddenly 
injected into the quartermaster and 
commissary departments of the army 
of the business of which they were to 
take charge? In no field o'f human 
activity is expert knowledge of more 
vital 
importance 
than 
in

branches of the military service in 
time of war. Let the authorities at 
Washington fairly stuffed them with 
men who had no" other qualification 
for the work than that they were the 
sons, or relations, or proteges of men 
with a 'pull.'" 


The war, Hanna says, will be the 


controlling issue, with, the conduct 
of it by the McKinley administration 
in the campaign of 1900. The con- 
duct of the war may be an issue, but 
we do not see how tue war itself can 
become so. We do not recall that the 
President or a majority of his party a 
year ago were at all favorable to what 
has become the American policy, and 
we have the word of Congressman 
Grosvenor that President McKinley 
was dragooned into a radical policy 
against his better judgment by the 
clamor of the Democracy and Repub- 
licans who had faith in Free Cuba. 
President 
McKinley hoped to ac- 


complish great things by 
Cuban 


autonomy and diplomacy, in which 
the Spaniards beat Ins collaction of 
cabinet statesmen all the time. Since 
he rose to the occasion the President 
335 done well enough in most things, 
but he and his advisers will have a 
long account to settle of incapacity 
and extravagance following his polit- 
ical and personal appointments to 
military position, with resulting mis- 
management and peril of great re- 
verses.

At five minutes of twelve o'clock 


Saturday night an alarm ot' lire was 
sounded from box 35. The. fire de- 
partment responded promptly. 
The 


jhird story of the George Heinisch 
building, at the corner of Gallia 
avenue and Gay streets, was on fire. 
A line-of hose was run and a stream 
of ^water and sand poured into a win- 
dow of the building. On the arrival 
of Mr. Heinisch, the front entrance 
>vas opened to Fire Chief Williamson, 
who, 
with one of his trusty men, in 


company with Mr. Heinisch, made 
their way to the upper story to locate 
the seat of the blaze, which was 
found to be in the southwest corner, 
ilose to the wall and directly under 
the window through which they had 
been throwing the water and the 
sand. As soon as this was learned 
the blaze was promptly quenched. 


A visit to the place this morning 


reveals the true story and shows up 
thejslowness and "behind-the-timcs" 
attitude of the city fathers, who re- 
fuse-to procure for the 
fire laddies 


proper and modern tools and equip- 
ments to work with. 
It won't do, to 


blanie the fire department. They are 
handicapped and were frightfully so 
Saturday night. 
They faced a burn- 


ing building. Volumes 
of smoke 


filled the rooms, and especially the 
upper story where the blaze orig- 
inated. It was impossible to enter, 
because they are not provided with 
the modern smoke protectors that 
will allow safe entrance into clouds 
of smoke. Fire Chief Williamson 
ordered the best thing done under 
the circumstances, viz: the -breaking 
of the southwest window and the 
product of the water works thrown 
therein. It consisted, as stated at 
the outset, of a mixture of water and 
sand. Everything within its reach 
was drowned, soaked to'a nicety. 
It 


didn't stop on the third floor. It 
ran down hill as usual and finding 
the cracks and crevices poured to the 
second 
lloor, saturating 
all goods 


thereon and then emptied to the first 
floor where Heinisch's big stock of 
retail groceries, glassware and crock- 
ery ware is stocked. 
Frightful dam- 


age was done to this department 
Today the crocks and washboilers are 
half filled with water. 
An inch ot 


sand is scattered promiscuously on 
the floor. The contents of boxes of 
soap are washed away fifty per cent, 
showing the heavy volume of water 
that; poured through- the building 
Sunday morning there were 
two 


inches of watci on the lower floor 
Had 
the 
fire 
department 
been 


possessed of a chemical engine there 
would have been no damage fron: 
water and the fire would have been 
quickly extinguished. 2^'allt herei 
will not be out of place to remind 
the city council that .Chief William 
son has pointed oub time and timt 
again the need and value of a chem 
ical engine and smoke protectors 
Why don't they heed? Why don'i 
they place Portsmouth on an equality 
with other cities of the same size? 


The story where the blaze caugh 


was occupied by the 
Portsmouth 


Carpet Renovating Co., which con 
sists of Messrs. Bunnemeyer and Ru 
pert.. Some one in their employmen 
had been in the place Saturday nigh 
or Saturday evening and left a lightec 
cigar on a sewing machine that_stonc 
near-the southwest window. A" book 
near was ignited. This caught the 
woodwork and folded leaf to the sid 
of the machine. The leaf burned off 
and fell to the floor, imparting a 
blaze to the flooring and joist. 
Th< 


charred machine, book, floor and jois 
tell the story. The burned hole in 
the floor is very small and the dam- 
age by actual fire will not foot 85 
It was the water and sand that were 
bad actors. The damage by thes 
elements cannot be stated until t,hi 
insurance adjusters invoice the stock 
Mr. Heinisch carries 82,000 on build 
ing, 83,300 on stock and 3200 on fix 
tures. The loss to the renovatin 
company is exceedingly slight. 


During the fire there was great ex 


citement, caused by the policemei 
making several arrests. The arres 
of Jack Cochran, a hor"se-snoer in th 
employ of - Isaac Woodruff, almos 
precipitated 
a riot. In order tha 


the readers of the Times may know 
the facts the statements of eye-wit 
nesses are given below: 


James Wiliamson—"I run a barbe 


shop to the rear of the Heinisch 
building and next door to Mrs. Rose's^ 
boarding 
house, 
where 
Cochran 


boards. 
Cochran was kidding Josiah 


Barlow, of the fire department, who 
grew angry and warm words passed 
between 
them. 
Barlow 
reported 


Cochran to the police. 
Officer Hinkle 


went into Mrs. Rose's kitch'en to get 
Co'cbran. A tnssle followed 
and 


Hinkle hit Cohcran with his club. 
While dgwn Cochran begged Hinkle 
not to hit him. 
Policaman McFar- 


land came in afterwards and helped 


to arrest Cocliran." Cochran had no 
hatchet and did not draw any weapon 
on Hinkle. 


Mrs. Sarah Rose—"I was told of 


the difficulty between Cochran and 
the police and :hurried to the scene. 
I ordered the policeman, whom they 
called 'Joe,' to quit hitting Cachran. 
Hewas beating him with hisclub.Coch 
ran was all bloody and asked the police 
to let him wash off before they took 
him. 
They refused, saying, 'You've 


got to go now.' 
Cochran had been 


joking with the firemen, telling them 
they ought to throw the water in the 
rear window and not in the front, 
thus drowning out residences back of 
the Heiciseh building." 


Henry Dixon — "It looked like 


there would be a riot for a time. 
The people thought the colored po- 
liceman had assaulted the white man. 
The colored policeman called the 
crowd names that, reflected on their

Arthur Hamm—"Policeman Mc- 
'arland used very bad lanugagc, par- 
icularly so to 'Lewis Gilgen.

Marshal Schmitt, Policeman Hin- 


Ide and Policeman McFarland were 
interviewed by a Times reporter in 
reference to the trouble. They told 
substantially the same story of the 
difficulty. 
According to their story 


Policeman Hinkle was called for by 
Fireman Barlow and told that Coch- 
ran was abusing him and interfering 
with him in discharging his duties. 
Hinkle at once began looking for 
Cochran and saw him run in his 
boarding house. He followed him in 
the kitchen and ordered him to sur- 
render. 
Cochran made a dive for a 


bacthet and made threatening demon- 
trations toward Hinkle. 
The latter 


ordered Cochran to drop the hatchet, 
and when he refused rapped him with 
his club _and took the hatchet from 
him. Hinkle says he lait Cochran 
three times. 
He took him to the 


patrol wagon, when Cochran's bloody 
appearance caused a crowd to collect. 
There was much muttering about 
Cochran's condition, and some one 
ran over to Marshal Schmitt and Mc- 
Farland and told them they had bet- 
ter go to the aid of Hinkle. They 
immediately.went over and then some 
one started the rumor that "the d—n 
nigger had clubbed a white man" 
and the crowd get after McFarland. 
Theodore Schimp made a remark to 
McFarland, who told him to keep 
quiet or he would .get into trouble. 
McFarland denies empirically that 
he cursed or abused anyone in the 
crowd. He says that all he did was 
to go to Hinkle's assistance. He was 
trying to do his duty and claims he 
did not in any way do cr- say any- 
thing out of the way. 


The above is the police story, and 


they are unanimous in telling it. 
They claim, in addition, that the 
crowd was in a riotous mood and that 
a few words would have caused much 
trouble. 


After Cochran had been taken away 


in the patrol Frank Reinhart got pa- 
triotic and wanted to help the police. 
For want of something better to do 
he hunted up Frank Yarner, who had 
come over to see the fire, and wanted 
to fight. He struck at Mr. Varner 
and then Policeman Stokley and the 
marshal gathered Reinhart in the 
fold and he now repents of his hasty 
action in the safe seclusion.of a sta- 
tion house cell. 


This morning two charges were 


placed against Cochran. One charged 
him with being drunk and disorderly 
and another with resisting an officer. 
The cases will likely be heard tomor- 
row.
